U-BOAT OPENS FIRE 

The U-boat picked up the Liber- 
ator almost at the same time and 
immediately opened fire with its 
guns. Flak burst all around the air- 
craft and the fight was on. The Lib's 
gun crew scored repeated hits on 
the sub’s conning tower. 

Facey manoeuvred his machine 
into position for the attack and 
dropped his depth charges. A 
bright orange glow and volumes 
of smoke became visible near the 
stern of the submarine, zig-zagg- 
ing at a reduced speed, The U- 
boat disappeared a few minutes 
later and was not seen again al-

Red Army in Moscow 


MOSCOW, Feb, 24,—(AP)— Foreign Commissar Vyacheslav 
Molotov's Red Army Day reception, one of the most brilliant social 
affairs since the start of the war, ended early today with what 
seemed to be enough toasts to match the Red Army's artillery vol- 
Jeys on the German front. 

It was a dazzling occasion, with medals, ribbons, silver swords, 
yards of gold braid and ballerinas—all altesting to the fact that 
when the Russians do a thing they do it in a big way. 

All of Moscow's diplomats were there, and the most resplendent 
among them was the new Ethiopian minister who, like the Norweg- 
jan ambassador, brought along his sword. 

As at all good parties, there was a back room, and that Was 
where the evening's many toasts to the Red Army and the friend- 
ship of the United Nations began. The building was once the palace 
of a Russian sugar baron. 

While the Japanese ambassador and his staff looked on with 
others from a corner, Molotov led the guests in expressions of long 
friendship among Britain, the United States and the Soviet Unioii.

LONDON, Feb. 24—Power- 
ful Soviet armies burst 
through the main German de- 
fences in central White Russia 
and along the Baltic frontier 
today in a double-barrelled 
offensive that threatened to 
collapse Hitler’s entire north- 

ern front. 

Exploding a new offensive 
across the upper reaches of the 
Dnieper river, Gen. Konstantin 

K. Rokossovaky’s White Russian 
army knifed 15 miles through the 
German defences on a 15-mile 
front and engulfed the Nazi 
stronghold of Rogachev, 

More than 35 miles to the north, 
other Soviet armies stormed and 
captured the key railway junction 
of Dno and drove the Nazis in 
headlong retreat toward the marshy 
wastes fringing the border of the 
Baltic states. 


TWO-WAY SQUEEZE 

Converging Russian armies from 
the north and south drove into Dno 
today, unhinging the entire German 
line east of Pskov and the Eston- 
ian-Latvian frontier, Premier Stalin 
announced, 

Gen, Leonid A. Govorov's Lenin- 
grad army and the 2nd Baltic army 
under Gen, Markian Popov routed 
the Nazis from the big junction 
town after a savage street battle, 
and it was indicated Soviet troops 
already had driven on toward 
Pskov, 60 miles to the west. 

Berlin, acknowledging the loss 
of its northern stronghold, also 
reported abandonment of the 

White Russian base of Rogachev, 
conceding a double - barrelled 

Russian victory that opened the 
way for new Red army advances 

in sectors more than 350 miles 
apart. 

Berlin broadcasts said Russia was 
massing powerful forces on the cen- 
tral front in apparent preparations 
for a full scale offensive which 
would see the Red army in action 
from end to end of the winding 
2,000-mile front. ¥ 


Dairy Products’ 
Subsidies Given 


OTTAWA, Feb. 24.—(CP)—Ag- 
riculture Minister Gardiner an- 
nounced today in the commons 
that a contract is being negoti- 
ated -under which Britain will 
take all the cheese Canada can 
provide during the next two 
years. 

Mr. Gardiner outlined govern- 
ment policies for dairy products 
during the year starting next May 
1, and announced subsidies to be 
paid for fluid milk, cheese, butter 
and concentrated whole milk. 

The new subsidy levels will be 
on a lower plane for the first five 
months of the year starting May 1 
than they were during the last 
seven months of the preceding 
year, the minister said, but in the 
last seven months of 1944-45 they 
will be on the same level as in the 
corresponding months of 1943-44, 


Ships Aground. 
In Halifax Port 


HALIFAX, Feb. 22.—(CP)—The 
pilot boat Camperdown was blown 
onto dangerous Thrum Cape reef 
in Halifax harbor today, but infor- 
mation reaching here indicated all 
aboard the 108-ton ship had been 
rescued as the ship remained fast 
on the ledge. 

At the same time, a large 
steamship was blown ashore in 
Bedford Basin, Halifax's inner 
harbor, but it was reported she 
suffered no damage. 

Pilot service officials here re 
ported the Camperdown carried 15 
men—six of them pilots, and ac- 
cording to word received at the 
port's pilotage office, all had reach- 
ed safety.

In Wife’s Murder

—Mrs. Anna Poynter, 35, was found 
dead in bed today, her head a mass 
of wounds and covered with blood 
Her husband, Albert M. Poynter, 
48, shipyard worker, is being held 
on a murder charge.

Strange New 
Army Bridge 
Speeds Drives 


By ROSS MUNRO 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—(CP) — On 
the outskirts of the dirty, bomb- 
bashed little Arab-French town of 
Souk-el-Kemis, a strange new 
army bridge was thrown over the 
Meddjerdah river last winter by 
Royal Engineers. 

It was built quickly and it looked 
like something done with a huge 
Meccano set. We were told con- 
fidentially that this was the British 
army's new “Bailey bridge,” the 
latest bridging development being 
used in North Africa for the first 
time on operations. 


ON SECRET LIST 

In Sicily, the Germans blew up 
scores of bridges and the Bailey re- 
placed them, speeding the advance. 
The Canadian Ist Division engin- 
eers erected a dozen Baileys during 
the campaign. But the bridge was 
still secret. 

The Bailey went with the troops 
to Italy and there again it was the 
best army bridge on the front. 

Now the secret is out. The man 
who invented the bridge is 

Donald Coleman Bailey, 42-year- 
old civil engineer who lives at 
Southorne on England's south 
coast, 

This man has done one of the 
great jobs of the war. Last year he 
received the Order of the British 
Empire in recognitian of his work, 

Bailey described his invention as 
“just part of my job.” For 12 years 
he's been designing bridges for the 
army and this new one, which now 
tops the list, was accepted 18 
months ago.

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No More Costless Charity 


If any corporafions in Canada have 
been making unusually large contributions 
for charitable purposes out of money they 
would otherwise have to pay as income 
taxes, the practice will have to stop, The 
Minister of. Finance has given notice that 
hereafter such contributions may not 
exceed the average givings of firms in the 
two years prior,to July 1st, 1942, 

There have been reports, correct or in- 
correct, that some concerns have in this 
way been collecting kudos for themselves 
at the expense of the Dominion treasury 
—which is to say, the general taxpayers. 
If so, it is unfortunate if the new ruling 
cannot be made retroactive. No actual in- 
justice would thereby be done, since those 
penalized would only have to hand over to 
the treasury the sums they gave away in 
excess of their usual donations. If char- 
ity was the motive, they should not object 
to doing that. 


Lenten Season 


The Lenten season began Wednesday 
and was duly celebrated in many Edmonton 
churches. It is something of a pity that 
the observance of Lent should be confined 
80 closely to active members of Christian 
churches. 

For the spirit of Lent is something that 
could be considered profitably by every- 
one, in the Church and out of it. No life 
can be wholesome without periods of 
penitence. No community effort, such as 
the winning of a war, is possible without 
an adequate subjugation of self. 

And that, of course, is the very essence 
of the Lenten spirit — the negation of 
selfishness, of egotism and vainglory. 

Under the democratic conception, no 
one believes that society calls for the 
sacrifice of individuals, as the totalitarian 
doctrine teaches. No one believes that the 
individual should sacrifice his individuality 
or his rights for some pagan and indeter- 
minate entity called “the state.” 

But democracy, like Christianity, does 
teach that one should sacrifice rights, 
comfort and even life for one’s neighbor. 
And the Lenten spirit of self-denial induces 
acceptance of that essential doctrine. 

Intrinsically the Lenten observance is 
a religious rite. Practically it is a crystal- 
ization of the democratic social theory. 


Tourist Highways 


The minister of public works reports 
to the Legislature that the sum of 
$21,891,013 was spent in Alberta in the 
past eight years on the construction and 
maintenance of ferries, district highways, 
local roads, main highways and secondary 
highways. 

This seems to be a substantial sum, but 
it is certainly not excessive. From the 
times of the ancient Romans it has been 
known that permanent roadbuilding is one 
of the first and most vital duties of good 
government. A community is capable of 
good government only insofar as it is 
cohesive. It cannot be cohesive until it 
enjoys adequate transportation. 

But there is another factor in the road- 
building situation beyond the duty of 
government to its people. That is the 
prospect for tourist travel after the war. 

No one should lose sight of the fact 
that the Northern Alberta area has been 
widely publicized throughout the world 
since the Alaska highway project was 
announced. Every American knows of it. 
This region, dramatized by its associations, 
has intrigued the imagination of everyone. 

It is reasonable to suppose, therefore, 
that the entire continent, jubilantly re- 
leased from travel restrictions, wilt place 
this area high on its list of places that 
must be seen. 

This great volume of tourist travel will 
filter through Alberta in the course of the 
best highways. Good roads will encourage 
and maintain it. Poor roads will discour- 
age and curtail it.

The Unknown Factor 


One supposes it is clear to everybody 
that no one can give snap answers to prob- 
lems that involve an unknown factor, 
Prime Minister Churchill demonstrated his 
familiarity with this mathematical adage 
when he refused to be pinned down, in the 
British House of Commons, to any pro- 
phecy about the end of the war. 

Mr, Churchill's caution hinged about 
this unknown factor. That is why he main- 
tained that while the crisis of the war will 
be reached this year, there is no way of 
telling whether the United Nations will 
achieve victory this year. 

For the unknown factor that could 
bring quick victory would be the sudden 
collapse of Germany. And no one can 
poaeiity form any reasonable idea about 

at. 

It is clear, then, that the Prime Min- 
ister’s previous hints about the possibility 
of sudden victory were based on the hope 
of a German collapse. It is equally clear 
that, without that collapse, Mr. Churchill 
does not foresee anything but a difficult 
and arduous campaign. 

Knowing that the question of a German 
collapse was in his mind, his reference to 
early Russian long-range bombing of Ger- 
man cities takes on keen significance. 

There seems to be little doubt that, while 
he does not pretend to any detailed know- 
ledge of German morale, he has not relin- 
quished the hope that a co-ordinated and 
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continued air bombardment of Germany 
may cause a collapse that will shorten the 
ar. 


Nothing Left to Fight For 


Nikopol and Krivoi Rog are names 
which are certain to stand out in the 
annals of the fighting on the Russian front. 
Both places are in the area between the 
lower Dnieper and the Bug. The former is 
the centre of a mining area from which 
Germany has been drawing manganese at 
the rate of perhaps a million tons per year. 
The latter is the hub of an iron-mining 
region, with a possible output of 16,000,000 
tons of ore per year. 


Both centres have been lost by the 
Nazis, after weeks of furious fighting. 
Experts say many of Hitler's war plants 
will have to close down because the man- 
ganese supply has been cut off, Loss of 
the iron mines will further cramp muni- 
tions production in the Reich, to what 
extent is not estimated. Russia has gained 
both a new source of iron and the man- 
ganese with which to harden it into steel. 


These two mining centres were about 
all the Nazis had left in that area worth 
fighting for. The loss leaves them no 
material reason to continue the struggle 
which Hitler told them they must win at. 
whatever cost in men. The surviving 
enemy divisions there may as well head 
for home—if the Russians will let them. 
While they fought for the mines, the Red 
army closed in on their rear, surrounded 
fifteen divisions in two pockets and are 
systematically liquidating them. 

Out of an estimated half million Ger- 
mans in that sector, perhaps half have 
still a chance to fight their way through 
the narrowed escape corridor to Rumania, 
For practical purposes the Fuchrer has no 
further stake in the Ukraine, where—first 
to last—he has sacrificed a million men or 
more. Perhaps his infatuated soldiers 
will continue to fight though they have 
little left to defend and less that they can 
hope to gain. But they are more likely to 
try to break through to Rumania—those 
who still have a chance. 

The battle for the Ukraine is practically 
over. 


Militarily Rome is not worth the fight 
the Nazis are making to hold it. Neither 
is the fragment of the Ukraine where Hit- 
ler in squandering the lives of German 
soldiers in whole groups of divisions. The 
Fuehrer needs a victory somewhere to 
bolster his sagging prestige and stave off 
the crumbling of morale on the home front. 
It’s a long time now since the Germans had 
anything to cheer for and the “man of 
destiny” claim is wearing thin.

French Should Have Power 
To Punish Their Own 


Traitors 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 


When Charles E, Dedaux com- 
mitted suicide, after being informed 
the would be indicted for treason, 
many people must have rejoiced 
that his testimony would not reveal 
the ramifications in high interna- 
tional circles, of Fascist collabora- 
tionism, 

Bedaux came 
under our juris- 
diction through 
the fact that he 
was a naturalized 
American. It was 
to investigate his 
case which in the 
pre-war period 
involved the Duke 
and Duchess of 
Windsor, and 


Dorothy 
Thompson 
other British, American, and French 
appeasers, that Percy Foxworth and 
high officials of the F.B.I, were sent 


to North Africa. The plane carry- 
ing them crashed over “Brazil 
jungles.” Now again by suicide 
Charles Bedaux has evaded justice. 

It was a mere incident that Be- 
daux was American. He was 
French-born and had lived the larg- 
est part of his life in France. 
French authorities could consider 
him a Frenchman. Had they done 
so, he would have been among the 
personalities arrested by the French 
committee of liberation in Algiers. 
The niost notable of these are Flan- 
din, Boisson, and Peyrouton. But 
whereas we brought Bedaux to Am- 
erica, to indict him, we are—-ac- 
cording to press reports—prevent- 
ing the trial of men of his ilk in 
North Africa. The reason given is 


that no legitimate French govern- 
ment yet exists to be responsible 
for these trials, But the French 
republic whose constitution still ex- 
ists, is alive in North Africa, and 
has independent courts, before 
which it has been proposed te try 
these men, who have had great in- 
fluence and power, and many 
friends in diplomatic and other cir- 
cles of many countries. 


Authority 


Why did we bring back Bedaux 
for trial now? Obviously to estab- 
lish the authority of the American 
republic; to demonstrate that every- 
one who has sworn allegiance to 
this country is not allowed, under 
any circumstances, to switch his 
allegiance to other authority. 

But what is true for us must be 
true for France. 

There is an intimate relatiofship 
between justice and authority—in 
fact, the power to compel justice is 
authority. If we rob French courts 
of that power, we destroy French 
constitutional authority. That issue 
is more important than all ques- 
tions of expediency. One can readi- 
ly believe that these trials will be 
unwelcome to many—as the Bedaux 
trial would have been, M. Peyrou- 
ton went to North Africa with the 
aid and consent of American auth- 
orities. M. Flandin had connec- 
tions in the highest British circles. 
Their trials would doubtless reveal 
much of the structure of interna- 
tional Fascism. 

But unless they are tried, it will 
be impossible to stop collaboration- 
ism in France. Unless democratic 
and constitutional government can 
demonstrate its capacity to hold 
peopie to account for their treach- 
erous acts, it will lose authority. 


History {s full of such examples, 
pro and con, After the last war, 
the German republic failed, in just 
this manner, to establish its auth- 
ority. Although the Versailles 
Treaty called for the punishment 
of war criminals, and they were ac- 
tually named, the republic, with 
unimportant exemptions, did not 
fulfill this obligation—nor did the 
Allies insist on it. 

That was much more than an of- 
fence against foreign powers. It 
broke down democratic morale and 
prestige in Germany, and it set the 
precedent for a succession of fail- 
ures. After the Kapp putsch, in 
1920, the leaders of the rebellion 
were allowed to flee the country, 
and shortly afterward were amnes- 
tied. Among these people was Lu- 
dendorff who immediately begar to 
co-operate with Hitler. 

After the murder of Rathenau, 


only the actual murderers were ac- 
cused and the whole plot was never 
revealed. Had it been, Hitler might 
never have come to power. 

After Hitler himself attempted a 
violent overthrow ui the state in 
1923, his intimates were released, 
and he was held for only five 
months, The Weimar Republic hav- 
ing failed to establish that treason 
against the republic meant death, 
the traitors against it multiplied 
like rabbits. 

We all hope and intend that this 
mistake shall not be repeated in 
Germany.

Tells French to Drop Feuds 


Here are excerpts from a 
speech made in Montreal to the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
by J. Edouard Simard, vice- 
president of Marine and Sorel 
Industries Limited, 


The first essential in industry is 
competent labor. The difficulties 
surrounding the whole question of 
labor as it applies to the French- 
Canadian are matters which form 
the theme of my remarks this even- 


ing.... } 

I believe that vocational trein- 
ing is necessary, not only in the 
commercial and industrial fields, 
but in all domains. 

Then, we must give our youth 
adequate learning. At the age of 
15 or 16, the young man who be- 
gins his apprenticeship generally 
knows his French well enough but 
if he does not have a good know- 
ledge of the English language, he 
will encounter innumerable diffi- 
culties.... 

The English language is neces- 
sary for the tradesman who has 
the ambition to forge ahead and 
become group leader, foreman, 
superintendent, and go still further. 
I would say it is necessary even for 
the laborer. Let us not forget that 
we are here a minority of three 
million people living on a continent 
inhabited by 150 million people who 
for the greater part speak English 
only, and with whom we must live 
and trade. ... 

Anyone who, starting his career 
at 16 or 18, is obliged to learn Eng- 
lish while learning his trade, has 
about as much chance to make good 
as the horse who enters a race with 
two jockeys on his back. 


Learn English 


Does this mean that we should 
cease to demand what belongs to 


us? On the contrary, let us learn 
English in order that we might 
be better equipped to defend our 
rights. Let us learn English not 
at an age when we are sure never 
to learn it well, not just half an 
hour per week, not in medicine- 
dropper doses, but let us learn it 
early in life and fluently. Tomor- 
row, in this province, every man 
who will have a good knowledge 
of the two languages will be 
worth two men, whereas the man 
who can speak only French will 
be worth but half a man. You 
may inquire: “What do you know 
about education?” Gentlemen, I 
base my remarks on my experi- 
ence as a consumer of education 
and I know that of the 15,000 per- 
sons who work with us, the great 
majority in the plants do not 
know enough English to read the 
instructions, the blueprints and 
the specifications which are sup- 
plied entirely in English. Our 
office employees are in a some- 
what similar category. 


One day, in the plant, I met a 
mechanic who was trying to deci- 
pher an order. He stopped me and 
asked if I could help him: “I can't 
understand a word of this,” he said. 
I started to read “aleser la bielle 
du mouton-pendule.” The first part 
of the phrase was easily under- 
standable, but as for the second 
part, I myself did not understand 
what it meant. “Listen, my friend,” 
I replied, “my father was a navi- 
gator, I wasn’t brought up on a 
farm. I can see that they refer to 
a ‘sheep’ but I really cannot say 
what sort of a sheep this is.” Do 
you know how we had to make out 
the order so as to have it under- 
stood by our French-Canadian 
workers: “Fit the connecting rod of 
the drop hammer.” Then, everyone 
knew what it was all about, 


Canadians 
Let us be Canadians in the true 


sense of the word. Let us realize 


that the future of the Province of 
Quebec is bound up with the fu- 
ture of Canada. Let us understand 
that in order for Quebec to develop 
and to attain the size and import- 
ance which is rightly hers, the in- 
dustry which we have been able to 
create requires a foreign market. 
We must unceasingly strive to bet- 
ter our relationship with our Eng- 
lish-speaking partners. We must at- 
tempt to destroy the prejudices 
which have been permitted to exist 
in our reasoning if we really desire 
to give our people aii the oppor- 
tunities and advantages that they 
require to achieve that end. We 
need an educational system based 
on broader lines and a type of edu- 
cation which will enable us to see 
the qualities of our brother Cana- 
dians, regardless of their racial 
origin. Let us cease to dig into the 
past and to continually give import- 
ance to events which have taken 
place one or two centuries ago, 
such as the banishment of the 
Acadians, used for generations as a 
scare-crow. If someone within our 
family were unfortunate enough to 
commit a fault, would we take 
pleasure in informing our chidlren 
of the fact as they became of age? 


Cause Harm 


Do we realize how much harm we 
are causing to our own people, 
when we consider that 90 per cent. 
of industry in the Province of Que- 
bec is controlled by our compatri- 
ots? What sympathy can Anglo- 
Saxon leaders of industry have for 
the French Canadian. when radio 
and the press bring them, year in 
and year out, the echo of speeches 
and articles the object of which is 
to arouse and keep alive in the 
hearts of our people the old hatred 
of 1837 for the English-Canadian; 
when they hear orators preaching 
the separation of Quebec from the 
rest of the world, and other theor- 
jes of a similar nature? What can

I base what I have told you to 
night, gentlemen, on 30 years of 
close and constant co-operation 
with industrial leaders and workers, 
both among French and English- 
Canadians, and also on intimate 
and cordial contacts with represen- 
tatives of all political and economic 
spheres of the country....

In addition to all these precau- 
tions, there are other more aggres- 
sive ideas which will be more 
abundant after the war, such as a 
flameproof liquid that is good for 
protecting curtains or spreads.

A fire extinguisher is also a good 
idea to have within easy reach, The 
new kid is a container of powder 
which you sprinkle on the fire to 
extinguish it instantly. This is safe 
and simple, will keep, won't freeze 
or evaporate.

The charge of depriving the 
young woman of a constitutional 
right is equally pallid and insin- 
cere. If Chaplin and his agents 
and certain public officials of a 
smug and corrupt little California 
suburb railroaded a pregnant girl 
out of town that should be a local 
affair. If the people of the town 
are so low that they will tolerate 
this doing by one of the neighbors 
and their local officials, they should 


be left to stew in their own evil 
juice. It is not the business of the 
national government and the whole 
proceeding is garish and disreput- 
able. 


Shysterism 

These are just further manifesta- 
tions of a shysterism which has per- 
vaded the department of justice in 
recent years. Al Capone was a 
monstrous criminal, but Chicago 


was rotten and he finally got 12 
years for failure to declare his in- 
come and pay his tax. The sent- 
ence was excessive and the whole 
country well understood that he 
was punished under one law for 
violations of many others, mostly 
State laws. 

Similarly, in Kansas City, the 
federal government used the old 
law against the denial of constitu- 
tional rights to clean up corrupt 
election methods of the Pendergast 
machine, a purely local responsi- 
bility, and, in Louisiana, when the 
State failed, the department of jus- 
tice distorted a law against fraud 
by mail to punish men for the ac- 
tual crimes of grand larceny and 
conspiracy. 

In several union prosecutions, 
federal laws were invoked to pun- 
ish violations of state laws, al- 
though, in most of them, the su- 
preme court held that unions had a 
special right to commit federal 
crimes and reversed the convic- 
tions, 

All this may tend to create fear 
of the law, but it does not instill 
respect, On the contrary, it gives 
people to believe that their govern- 
ment is not above resort to those 
sly tricks which President Roose- 
velt, in another issue, described as 
clever little schemes having the 
color of legality,

Provinces Plan 
77,274 New Jobs 
When War Ends 


OTTAWA, Feb. 24.— (CP) — 
Provincial governments have es- 
timated a total of 77,274 employ- 
ment opportunities will be avail- 
able after the war when the peace 
economy has been restored, said

Quebec had the largest total— 
22,595. Ontario was second with 
17,668 and British Columbia third 
with 16,162..

“All the provinces emphasized 
the fact that their estimates were 
based on an effective program of 
public services in all departments, 
and by ‘effective’ was meant a pro- 
gram that was neither niggardly 
nor extravagant,” said the report, 
prepared by Dr. G. M. Weir, acting 
director of training in the pensions 
department. 

COVERS EXTRA WORKERS 

The provincial figures represent- 
ed estimates by the provinces them- 
selves of the additional employees 
who will be required to carry out 
their contemplated post-war pro- 
grams. 

Of the total employment oppor- 
tunities, about one-third would be 
technical or semi-technical person- 
nel, while the remainder would be 
various types of laborers. The es- 
timates are based on an assumed 
normal expansion of the public ser- 
vices rather than on increases aris- 
ing from “boom” conditions,

It was felt Canada should have 
a two-ocean navy and a modern 
merchant marine “manufactured 
and manned by Canadians,” Dr. 

Provisions for train- 
ing soldiers, sailors, airmen and 
merchant marine personnel after 
the war also were discussed.

“1, Making provision for some- 
what higher interest rates than 
are now being tendered;

“3. Agreeing to some adjust-

“Suggestions have been made 
from certain sources that this prov 
ince should be able to refund its 
debt at rates now available to other 
provinces who are not in default, 
and that no adjustment should be 
considered with respect to the un- 
paid interest. 

“T should like to feel that this is 
possible, but it is my considered 
opinion that no such settlement 
will ever be made available to us,” 
Mr. Low declared. 

He added he would like to point 
out that no offer has been made by 
the government to the bondholders. 
nor by anyone else for that matter. 

“1 re-affirm my opinion that it 
is essentially in the interests of 
this province that we effect a 
comprehensive readjustment of 
our total debt at the earliest pos- 
sible time, and | believe that it is 
basically essential that any settle- 
ment must be complete.”

It is, therefore, 
unnecessary for me to deal with 
them in anything other than a sum- 
mary fashion at this time. 

The actual operating results for 
the year, after providing for all ex- 
penditures on both income and cap- 
ital accounts, showed an over-all 
surplus of $4,878,277.77 which, I sub- 
mit, Mr, Speaker, is a very credit- 
able result. Actual expenditures 
were kept well within the estimates,

POULTRY BOARD 

{ think this year I should refer to 
the operations of the Alberta Poul- 
try Producers Marketing Board, as 
its operations are not known to the 
public generally, and it has now be- 
come a very important factor in 
the marketing of poultry products 
in this province, 

The board was formed in Oc- 
tober, 1941, under the provisions 
of the Alberta Marketing Act 
passed by the government in 

1939. The purpose of the act was 
to enable producers of this pro- 
vince to own and operate their 
own facilities on a co-operative 
basis. The government provided 
the premises and equipment 
necessary, with a total outlay of 
$223,000, leasing the property at @ 
fair rental with an option to pur- 
chase. 

In July, 1943, the board exercised 
the option to purchase, and about 

$33,000 was paid on the agreement, 
which is in excess of the sum re- 
quired under its terms. The organ- 
ization has made marked headway 
since its inception. 

Operations are 


now carried on 


| throughout the province at 68 grad- 


ing stations, These are  supple- 
mented by two large assembly, dis- 
tribution and cold storage plants at 
Edmonton and Calgary. A modern 
egg-drying plant is operating at 
Edmonton, the production from 
which is shipped to Great Britain 
for consumption there, Chick hatch- 
cries with a seasonal capacity of 
one million chicks have been es- 
tablished and are operating at 
Lethbridge and Edmonton. 

The total membership consists of 
more than 30,000 producers. In ad- 
dition to the advance payment 
made to the producers during the 
past two years, the board has paid 
or aliocated to their members $129,- 
000 and $106,700 respectively, in 
participation certificates represent- 
ing ownership in accumulative as- 
sets, I am sure, Mr. Speaker, that 


| we can look for further expansion 


of this important marketing service 
with a consequent substantial ad- 
vantage to poultry producers 
throughout Alberta, 


ALBERTA WHEAT POOL 


I am very pleased to report an- 
other year of satisfactory progress 
for this producer-owned co-opera- 
tive organization. Operating earn- 
ings for the season 1942-43 amount= 
ed to $1,656,787.54 before providing 
a reserve for depreciation on build- 
ing and equipment of $726,343.31, 
and interest of $176,129.17 on the 
bonds held by the government. 
The net surplus for the year is 
shown at $754,315.06. 

Since 1931 the Wheat Pool has 
paid to the province the sum of 
$2,427,000 in principal payments, 
and $2,818,137.50 in interest on 
the debt incurred through the 
loss sustained in the 1929 Pool 
overpayment. The annual instal- 
ment due the Government on 
Sept. 1, 1943 was paid, reducing 
the principal amount owing to 
$3,222,000. The members’ equity 
in the assets of the organization 
as at July 31, 1943 totalled $6,- 
717,963.44. 


ALBERTA HAIL BOARD 

The board in 1943 completed its 
sixth year of valuable service to 
the farmers of this province. In 
spite of severe hail storms and re- 
sultant heavy damage, all farmers 
who accepted the protection af- 
forded by the board's policy of hail 
insurance at the lowest cost com- 
patible with safety, will receive pay- 
ment in full of their claims, 

These claims amounting to $467,- 
000, of which over fifty per cent 
has already been paid, will be paid 
in full on the first of next month, 
although premium income amount- 
ed‘to only $416,000. Payment in full 
has been rendered possible only 
by reascn of the sound policy which

PUBLIC DEBT 

The net funded and unfunded 
debt as at March 31, 1943, totalled 
$140,794,159.06 as compared with 
$141,455,384.89 at the end of the pre- 
vious year, a decrease of $661, 
225.83. The reduction .in the net 
funded debt amounting to $920, 
941.30 is attributable to accretions 
to the sinking funds of $760,075.23, 
payments on treasury bills held by 
the Dominion government totalling 
$107,250, and purchase of registered 
stock amounting to $31,877.64. The 
net reduction in Savings Certifi- 
cates amounted to $391,840.94, which 
is shown as reduction in the un- 
funded portion of the debt, Full 


Advances to municipalities under 
the Municipal Improvements As- 
sistance Act were also reduced 
$155,223.64 during the year through 
repayments by the borrowers. 
LIVESTOCK FEEDERS 

During the past feeding season 
which ended on Sept. J, 1943, the 
government guaranteed advances to 
17 feeder associations, enabling 
them to purchase feeder livestock 
on behalf of their members.

$163,061 for highways and roads, 
old age pensions, $200,005; and the 
sum of $320,000 for contingent lia- 
bilities with respect to treasury 
branches, 

The results for the period indi- 
cate that the final statement for 
the fiscal year will show a surplus 
on all accounts comparable with 
that of last year. 


In view of the favorable operat- 
ing results for the present year, 
I may now say that it is the inten- 
tion of the government to augment 
the post-war reconstruction fund’ 
which was created last year, by a 
further sum of one million dollars. 
An appropriation for this amount 
will be included in the supplement- 
ary estimates for your approval; 


the current year’s expenditures. 

I may add that the total amount 
of one million dollars paid into the 
fund Jast year was invested in Vic- 
tory Bonds; and it is proposed to 
continue this policy until such time 
as the funds are required for the 
purpose provided in the Post War 
Reconstruction Fund Act. Many 
pressing building and road projects 
in our province have had to be 
postponed because of material and 
labor shortages. 

Should supplies be more readily 
obtainable, and should labor be 
available during the coming sum- 
mer, it is altogether likely that 


some of these deferred projects 
may be undertaken, and conse- 
quently some of the funds may be 
used for the purpose. 

I would now direct the attention 
of the hénorable members to the 
estimates for the ensuing fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1945, copies 
of which have been tabled. 


ESTIMATED DEFICIT 


I think I should mention here 
that the estimated deficit is arrived 
at after providing the sum of $500,- 
000 under statutory payments for 
the redemption of savings certifi- 
cates, which constitute a reduction 
in the public debt. 


INCOME ACCOUNT 


The total revenue on income ac- 
count is estimated at $22,967,205 
compared with $20,941,197 for the 
present year, an increase of $2,026,- 
008. The main items making up this 
increase follows: succession duties, 
$25,000; motor vehicle licenses, $412,- 
000; amusement tax, $50,000; truck 
registration fees and buses mileage 
fax, $145,000; liquor profits, $1,100,- 
000; and treasury branch earnings, 
$145,000. In the main, these esti- 
the actual 
revenue we will receive this year 
In my budget address Jast year, I 
pointed out that the revenue from 
liquor profits and motor licenses 
would be substantially reduced by 
wartime regulations of the Domin- 
jon government; and for purposes 
of the budget the profits from the 
Liguor Control Board were not in-| 
creased but were estimated at $2,- 
900,000. An agreement has since 
been reached with the Dominion 
government whereby the Province 
Will. be ‘reimbursed in the event 
that the revenue from this source 
should fall below the profits for the 
year ended June 30, 1942. 

The profit for this synthetic 
year has now been established at 
$4,178,493, We have included the 
sum of $4,000,000 as the estimated 
revenue from this source. This 
amount, you will note, is below 
the guaranteed amount; however, 
in the event of the profits of the 
liquor beard falling below the 
sum guaranteed, the reimburse- 
ment from the Dominion govern- 
ment will not be received until 
after the close of the fiscal year. 


With respect to the fees from 
licensed motor vehicles, when com- 
piling the estimates for the present 
year, we anticipated a falling off in 
receipts due to wartime regulations 
with respect to gasoline and tires, 
hence we based our estimates ac- 
cordingly. The figure we have in- 
cluded this year is more ijn line with 
the actual for the present year. 

Total expenditures on income ac- 
count, ineluding expenditures for 
public welfare and youth training, 
are estimated at $21,137,863.41 as 
compared with $19,178,923.58 for the 
current year, an estimated net in- 
crease of $1,958,939.83. 


ON EXPENDITURE 
The total estimated expenditures ! 
to which I have just referred pro-| 


vide for a net increase in expendi- 
tures of $1,958,939.83 over the esti- 
mated expenditures on income ac- 
count for the present year. 

Under the department of agricu)- 
ture you will note we have provided 
for a net increased expenditure of 
$122,550, of which $60,000 is to pro- 
vide for the province's share of the 
4 cent bonus on wool. Total pay- 
ments to the growers are estimated 
at $120,000; and the province will be 
reimbursed to the extent of 50 pér 
cent by the Dominion government. 
An increase of $12,010 is provided 
for the extension branch, of which 
$9,125 is to be used for the appoint- 
ment of district home economists. 

The net increase in the depart- 
ment of education totals $524,987. 

Grants to schools show an in- 
Crease of $415,760, which sum in- 
cludes an amount of $100,000 for 
building grants in areas lacking 
proper school buildings, A sim- 
ilar sum is provided for special 
grants to teachers in isolated 
schools, A further sum of $100,- 
000 is provided for special grants 
to Divisions with assessments 
less than $95,000 per class room. 

The sum of $25,000 has been 
added to the amount provided for 
equalization grants. The grant to 
the University has been’ increased 
by the sum of $51,433. You will 
note that the appropriation for 
free text books has increased by 
$22,366. The proposed increased 
expenditures for Education indi- 
cate clearly the policy of this Gov- 
ernment to assume. not only a 
greater share of the cost of educa- 
tion; but to see that proper school 
facilities are provided in areas 
which are not in a position to pro- 
vide a proper standard of educa- 
tion from local taxation. 

HEALTH ESTIMATES 

The estimates for the départ- 
ment of public health show an in- 
crease of $893,575. Of this amount, 
$643,590 is included for maternity 
hospital services, a new service of 
the government which has already 
been dealt with by the honourable 
the minister of health in his 
speech in this House. An addi- 
tional sum of $71,652 has been pro- 
vided for the Central Alberta San- 
atorium where accommodation will 
be provided for an additional 70 
patients. An increase of $30,578 is 
included for the Training School 
at Red Deer, to provide for an 
additional sixty patients. The Men- 
tal Institutions at Oliver and Pon- 
oka require an increased appro- 
priation of $147,000, partly due to 
the adoption of an eight-hour day

Public Works estimates are 
$336,573 more than they were last 
year, Maintenance of main high- 
Ways appropriation is increased 
from $775,000 to $850,000, District 
highways show an increase of 
$1000,000; and $35,720 additional 
is required for bridges and fes- 
ries, Higher cests, largely uncon- 
trollable, necessitate an increase 
ot $94,768 in the appropriatien 
for maintenance of public build- 
ings and operation ef power 
plants, 


Treasury department estimates 
show a net decrease of $53,950. 
The appropriation for treasury 
branches is reduced by $175,800, 
and the income tax branch by $17,- 
240..These reductions are offset to 
the extent of an increase of $135,- 
480 for old age pensions 

The appropriation for the De- 
partment of Trade and Industry 
shows a net increase of $27,790, 

Of this sum, $10,000 is provided 
for the setting up of a power com- 
mission, which will be provided 
for by legislation at this session. 
An additional sum of $12,044 is in- 
cluded for the Board of Industrial 
Relations. 

In the Executive Council vote 
you will note provision is made for 
$12,000 to continue the work of the 


post-war reconstruction committee; | 


and an increase in the amount pro- 
vided for the Research Council, 
which is largely due to an éxten- 
sion of geological and field re- 
search work in connection with the 
bituminous sands and petroleum re- 
sources of the province.

mated for the present fiscal year. 
Payments on capital account are 
estimated at $3,133,648.00, an in- 
crease of $657,960.00 over the esti- 
mated outlay for the present year. 

Under the public works depart- 
ment you will note the sum of 
$1,000,000 has been provided for 
main highway construction, which 
is greater by $200,000 than the 
sum appropriated last year; also 
the appropriation for district 
highways is increased by $75,000, 
bringing the amount provided to 
$300,000, 

A sum of $25,000 is required to 
complete the new units at the Keith 
Sanatorium; and a total-of $200,000 


| for the staff, and partly because of | is included for an extension to the 


power plant at the University, of 
which sum $37,000 is required for 
an addition to the power building. 
This proposed plant will be large 
enough to serve the new wing now 
being constructed at the University 
hospital by the Dominion govern- 
ment, and also the hospital for care 
of tuberculosis patients which we 
intend to build when availability of 
manpower and materials make it 
possible 

A sum of $90,000 is provided for 
the erection of a farm dormitory 
at the Oliver Mental Institute to 
house an additional 60 patients. 
| These expenditures are essentially 
necessary. However, the actual 
outlay is, of course, contingent upon 
the material and labor being ob- 
tainable. 


|}OLD AGE PENSIONS 

| I am pleased to report that dur- 
ing the year the Dominion govern- 
|ment made certain changes in the 
}regulations providing for an in- 
|crease in the pension rate and an 
}increase in the allowable income 
to a spouse not in receipt of a pen- 
sion. These changes were readily 
| agreed to by this government; and 
the government also undertook to 
relieve the municipalities of any 
portion of the increased cost. As a 
| result of these changes the average 
|pension was increased from $18.66 
to $22.65 as at Dec. 31, 1943; and 
7,820 pensioners out of a total of 
11,073 in receipt of a pension re- 
ceived the maximum allowable 
pension of $300 a year. The aver- 
age pension to the blind increased 
from $19.67 to $23.99. The addi- 
tional cost to the province as a re- 
sult of these changes is approxi- 
mately $125,000 a year. 

You will recall that commenc- 
ing with the month of April, 
1942, the province enacted legis- 
lation granting a supplementary 


pensioners residing in the prov- 

ince and who were awarded a 

pension by the pension board of 

the province, 

Subsequently, a reciprocal agree- 
ment was made with the province 
of British Columbia whereby the 
allowance was paid to our pension- 
ers residing in that province, At 
the end of December, 1943, this 
supplementary allowance was paid 
to 10,986 pensioners as against a 
total on our payrolls of 11,073. The 
cost of this supplementary allew- 
ance, which is wholly borne by the 
province, to the end of March 31, 
1944, will approximate $1,339,550; 
and the annual cost is close to 
$680,000. As a further assisfance to 
aged persons, which will include 
those in receipt of old age pen- 
sions, under the estimates of the 
department of welfare the govern- 
ment has provided a sum for grants 
to municipalities for their care in 
homes. 


MAXIMUM PENSION 

I may also add that representa. 
tions have been made to the Dom- 
inion government urging, not only 
af increase in’ the maximum pen- 
sion, but also other beneficial 
changes in the regulations under 
the Old Age Pensions Act. This 
government has recently urged that 
@ conference of representatives of 
all provinces and pension authori- 
ties, together with officials of the 
Dominion treasury, should be held 
with a view to enacting new legis- 
latiug more in keeping wilh the 


present day views concerning old 
age pensions. 


REFUNDING PUBLIC DEBT 
In iny budget address of last year 
I reported in detail to the members 


conferences with the represent- 
atives of the bondholders’ commit- 
tee, Subsequently, at that session 
of this legislature, a resolution was 
unanimously passed, approving of 
the government's non-acceptance of 
the proposal submitted by the 
bondholders’ committee, which, as 
you will recall, stipulated an over- 
all rate of four percentum and re- 
cognition of the unpaid interest 
from June 1, 1936, which at March 
31, 1945, totalled $22,000,000. The 
resolution also urged the Govern- 
ment to continue without delay its 
efforts to effect an equitable plan 
of refunding the debenture debt 
of the province. 

Inasmuch as the chairman of the 
bondholders’ committee had ad- 
vised me by letter after the meet- 
ing held in Edmonton that they 
were unable to go further in meet- 
ing our views, no further meetings 
of the Joint committee were held 
nor did I request that the commit- 
teé re-convene. ; 

However, since the session of 
1943, we have carried on num- 
erous discussions with various 
interested persons, groups and 
institutions, both in Canada and 
outside of it, relative to a pos- 
sible readjustment of our bonded 
debt. 

We have consulted practically 
every source of opinion, and I can 
say, Mr. Speaker, that I have made 
every effort to find a basis of settle- 
ment which would be satisfactory to} 
both bondholders and the people 
of the province. In the past year { 
have exhausted every effort to find 
a basis which, though it would pro- 
vide for some increase in future! 
interest rate, would at the same 
time have the effect of wiping out 
the claims for arrears of interest 
and obviate the necessity of making 
provision for differentials in out- 
standing coupon rates to maturity. 
In these efforts I have failed. 


SOME NECESSITIES 

From all of these discussions 
held I find the consensus of opinion 
is that Alberta cannot hope to find 
a basis of refunding—one that will 
have the effect of restoring the 
market value of Alberta securities 
without: 

(a) Making provision for some- 
what higher interest rates than are 
now being tendered, 

(b) Providing for the payment of! 
some portion of the interest ar- 
rears, and 

(c) Agreeing to some adjustment 


of this House the results of our!with regard to the varying coupon 


rates on outstanding debenture 
issues to maturity. 

In all our discussions I found the 
various groups and institutions 
were anxious to be helpful to the 
province in effetcing a refunding 
on a reasonable basis. 


SUGESTIONS MADE 


Suggestions have been made 
fram certain sources that this pro- 
vince should be able to refund its 
debt at rates now available to other 
provinces who are not in default,| 
and that no adjustment should be 
considered with respect to the un- | 
paid interest. I should like to feel| 
that this possible, but it is my con 
sidered opinion that no such settle. 
ment will ever be made available | 
to us. It is to be noted that since 
the last meeting of the bond- 
holders’ committee in June, 1942, 
there has been a tendency to lower 
interest rates throughout Canada, 
so that we should be able to get the 
job done at something lower than 
the rate suggested as essential by 
the committee. 


NO OFFER MADE 


1 should like to point out just 
here that no offer has been made to 
the government by the  bond- 
holders, nor by anyone else for 
that matter. However, from the dis- 
cussions held we have gathered 
some clear indications as to what 
terms would find acceptance among 
bondholders in Canada, the United 
States and in Great Britain. 


VIEWS ON RECORD 

My views as to the importance 
of a refunding of our debt are 
already on record. I am re-affirm- 
ing my opinion that it is essen- 
tially in the interests of this prov- 
ince that we effect a comprehen- 
sive re-adjustment of our total debt 
at the earliest possible time. I be- 
lieve that it is basically essential 
that any settlement must be com- 
plete, otherwise we shall fail to 
place our debt in a current posi- 
tion, since benefits from a partial 
refunding of certain maturities or 
a portion of any maturity would be 
completely offset by continuous de- 
faults as future issues matured. 
There is no way that I can discover 
whereby. we can refund our debt 
unless we do it by agreement with 
the bondholders on a basis reason- 
ably fair bath to them and to the 
people of this porvince. 
IN CONCLUSION 

Mr. Speaker, I have attempted to 
give a clear and comprehensive re- 
view of the financial affairs of this 
province, covering the fiscal year

The way he figures it 
only once in 100 innings, on an av- 
erage, would there he four or more 
runners, only once in 1,000 times 
as many as five, or the maximum 
of six, which would mean that the 
bases would be loaded both ways. 

Dumont further reveals that giv- 
ing the batter the option of run- 
ning either to first or third base 
would require four umpires be- 
cause of the many complications 
which would arise, especially when 
runners started running opposite 
directions on a sacrifice bunt,

Larger Grants 
Alberta Roads 
In New Budget 


A total of $1,850,000 is provided 
for maintenance and construction 
of Alberta highways in the fiscal 
year 1944-45, according to esti- 
mates tabled in the Legislature 
Thursday by Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer. 

Maintenance costs are set at 
$850,000, and new construction, at 
$1,000,000. The maintenance figure 
is increased by $75,000 over 1943-44, 
and construction is up $200,000 over 
the previous year's estimate. 

Hon, W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, said Thursday that 
his department was taxed to capa- 
city last year to spend money voted 
to it, on account of manpower, ma- 
terial and equipment shortages. 

The increased votes this year for 
highway work indicate that govern- 
ment officers are hopeful of an 
easing of restrictions on material 
and equipment, to allow for more 
road work being done. 

First of new work the govern- 
ment hopes to do in the coming 
season is finishing of operations on 
the Edmonton-Calgary highway,

Thirty miles between Edmon- 
ton and Millet, and another 30 be- 
tween Calgary and Crossfield, are 
to be completed. A “seal coat” is 
to be applied on the Calgary-Oko-

WASHINGTON,.—The mother of 
a young nurse whom | had seen in 
a hospital in Australia lunched 
with me yesterday. Her husband, 
a veteran of the last war, is dead, 
and her young son of eighteen is 
now in the service. It is easy to un- 
derstand that bringing up the two 
children has not been simple, et 
she looks young, and having had 
training as a pianist, she still uses 
her talent playing in canteens in 
the evening. Every night she works 
on the night shift in a factory 
which makes airplane parts. She 
does not complain. She only says 
that when the war is over she hopes 
to get something which she can do 
to support herself, but which will 
not be in factory surroundings. 
That's a good American war story, 
isn’t it! 

At four o'clock in the afternoon 
Mr. Chester Williams of O.W.I. 
brought in the four British labor 
men who have been touring our 
country They have visited factor- 
ies comparable to those in which 
they worked in Great Britain, but 
they have also seen other types of 
work, All of them are impressed 
by the volume of output here, and 
also by the hospitality and kindness 
shown them, They said that they 
would go back firmly convinced 
that there was no prejudice against 
Great Britain's workers among Am- 
erican workers in this country, and 
that there would be no bar against 
our working together after the war 
as well as now. 

They felt we were a league of 
nations in the United States—that 
whereas they were one people in 
Great Britain, we were a group of 
many peoples. We have welded 
ourselves into 9 virile and strong 
nation, and no matter what our 
backgrounds might be, everyone 
they saw was above all else, an 
American. 

They also felt that the workers of 
Great Britain had passed through 
some of the difficulties which are 
now facing our great trade unions. 
These men believe that in Britain, 
they had a better understanding 
that a trade union was an instru- 
ment for. community service as 
well as for service to its individual 
members, and that every action 
taken must be for the good of the 
whole community, They also em- 
phasized that they felt they had 
reached « more advanced point in 
labor management relations, though 
they were surprised that our trade 
union groups have been able to ac- 
complish so much in such a short 
time. They are going back to Bri- 
tain willing and anxious to inter- 
pret this nation in a most favorable 
light to their co-workers over there.

In a mild chronic casq of “sick” 
gall bladder, it is often the best 
plan to give the patient relief 
through the use of the fast followed 
by a careful dieting regimen. 

A five day fast should be tried, 
with one daily enema being taken, 
the patient being instructed to use 
one of the acid fruit juices while 
fasting. Pineapple juice, grape- 
fruit juice, or orange or tomato 
juice may be used, with one 8- 
ounce glass of the juice being 
taken every 2 hours while the pa- 
tient is awake. While the patient 
may vary the fasting regime by 
using a different juice from day to 
day, it is advisable to use only one 
kind of juice on any given day. 
The acid of the fruit juices seems 
to have a distinctly beneficial ef- 


LONDON’S AIR 
DEFENDERS USE 
HEAVY ROCKETS 


LONDON, Feb. 24. -— (CP) — | 
Heavy rockets which leave the 
ground with a crashing roar and 
burst in brilliant explosive pat- 
terns form a spectacular part of 
London's air defences which have 
been putting up one of the heavi- 
est barrages of the war during re- 
cent German raids. 

The bursts can be identified 
readily on clear nights by the 
close grouping of multiple colors 
and heavy smoke. The rockets 
have been in use about two years 
and long since passed through 
the experimental stage, but cor- 
respondents only now are per- 
mitted to disclose their use.

Another valuable aid which may 
be employed while fasting is the 
taking of an olive oil and grape- 
fruit juice emulsion. Just before 
retiring the 7 ‘'ert \okes 4 ounces 
of olive oil, together with 4 ounces 
of grapefruit juice. These are beat- 
en up into as much of an emulsion 
as possible and the mixture may be 
taken on one night only, or on sev- 
eral nights in succession and should 
be followed by a fast. The purpose 
in using the emulsion is to accom- 
plish a cleansing of the gall blad- 
der and liver. If the’ mixture is 
taken last thing at night it is much 
less likely to cause nausea. 

In working out the diet, the sen- 
sible thing to do is to avoid those 
foods shown by experience to 
cause digestive distress in that par- 
ticular case. The average patient 
with a tendency to gall bladder 
trouble gets along best by omitting 
fatty or oily foods. Gravies, fat 
meats, and pastries rich in shorten- 
ing should be omitted. 

Highly seasoned foods, fried 
foods, creamed soups, rich cheese, 
pickles, candies, chocolate and 
similar foods should be avoided 

A good diet to be used at the 
start of treatment is as follows: 
Breakfast — Eggs, Melba Toast, 
stewed fruit. Lunch—A large salad, 
and one or two cooked vegetables. 
Dinner—Lean meat, salad, cooked 
vegetables, and dessert of gelatin 
or stewed fruit. 

The size of meals is important, 
smaller meals being advisable. Be- 
tween meals patient should drink 
plenty of water. After both lunch 
and dinner, the patient should rest 
lying down, for 30 minutes. Exer- 
cise between attacks is also essen- 
tial. Walking is possibly the best 
exercise for the purpose. 

In a mild case of gall bladder 
trouble, the regimen suggested, if 
persisted in for thirty days, will 
often cause the patient to improve 
sufficiently to remain free from 
symptoms thereafter. It is hard to 
predict how much improvement 
may be expected. I -have seen some 
cases where patients became ocm- 
pletely well, with the gall bladder 
becoming healthy and remaining 
so; in other cases the patients were 
able to avoid most of their previous 
discomfort as long as they were 
careful,

But we must pity the parent 
who cannot brag or gloat because 
her little one cannot measure up 
to the ‘standards other children 
are meeting or exceeding. 

Mrs. S. P. feels her experience 
may be helpful to other mothers 
with children like hers. 

“My little girl is six now, but 
when she was a baby I certainly 
shed a good many tears and had 
many a heartache when some tact- 
less person would say, ‘Oh, my baby 
walked when she was seven, or 
eight or 10 months of age,’ for at 
that time my baby was two years 
old and hadn't walked a step or 
made any effort to do so. 

“We had X-rays made of her 
spine, hips, head, ete. but could 
find nothing wrong. But could I 
believe it No, I wanted proof. Of 
what? 

“My mother tried to tell me that 
when she began to walk I would 
lose pounds chasing her and I cer- 
tanly have. I'm still trying to brush 
her pigtails with her on the fly, so 
I just grab and hang on. I haven't 
had a dull moment since she took 
her first step 

“Also, by the way, she never 
crept or stumbled or fell. She stood 
up and walked across the room to- 
ward the door. We thought it was 
a miracle, Her speech is still re- 
tarded, but school classes and clin- 
ics are helping. She eats like a pig, 
sleeps well, and is bright as a dol- 
lar. My worries regarding her 
walking and talking were ground- 
less. We have a 10-year-old boy 
and he did everything when he was 
supposed to and, of course, we 
drew unfair comparisons. 

“May I say that the column has 
been a big help and pleasure to me 
and many others I know.” é 

Thank you sincerely. But your 
fears were not groundless since ob- 
viously there must have been some 
cause, remote and _ inexplicable, 
which was responsible for her slow- 
er development.

German Raiders 
Showering London 
With “Flutterers” 


LONDON, Feb, 24.—(CP)—Mixed 
with the bombs and spent shell 
fragments that are showering Lon- 
don these nights during German 
air raids are thousands of strips of 
metallic paper intended to jam air 
craft radio location devices. 

Allied bombers have been dump- 
ing similar strips on Germany for 
months but the Germans have 
adopted them only recently. 

Known as “flutterers,” the strips 
are made of black paper bonded to 
extremely thin metal foil, and range 
from a few inches to a few feet in 
length. They are about three- 
quarters of an inch wide.

Mr. Williams asked, 
adding that in all decency no 
family of a soldier fighting over- 
seas should be evicted while the 
man of the house is fighting and 
dying to preserve Edmonton 
homes. 

“The mayor has done the best 
he can. We are not blaming him, 
but we think the city should send 
another delegate to Ottawa to 
press for action,” he concluded. 

“How many war widows or wives 
of servicemen can pay the $32 and 
$35 a month for the wartime hous- 
es?” asked Mr. Henbest. He sug- 
gested that none of the families 
really needing housing would get 
wartime houses for that reason. 


GOVERNMENT’S FAULT 

“It’s entirely the fault of the fed- 
eral government. It allowed the 
Americans to come in without mak- 
ing the slightest provision against 
over-crowding.” 

The provincial government 
should also not be permitted to 
take over public buildings for 
treasury houses and other pur- 
poses. Many of these modern places 
would anake first class living quar- 
ters if divided into suites. 

Mr. Ball suggested the city 
finance operation of a saw mill 
and sash and door factory and 
obtain spruce from Alberta for- 
ests for thousands of houses. 

The plan could be financed with 
profits from the city utilities and 
the homes would rent cheaply to 
those needing them, he said. 


OPPOSES SCHEME 

George Hazlett, who described 
himself as an Edmonton business- 
man and taxpayer of Jong standing, 
declared he was opposed to the city 
undertaking a housing project in 
any shape or form. 

He said people should think of 
the 30's when many citizens had to 
give up their homes because they 
could not keep them rented at a 
profit, At any rate housing was not 
a function of the municipality, he 
declared. 

He also thought Edmonton was 
eyer the hump in the housing 
situation and things will soon 
“straighten themselves out.” 

In normal times, Mr. Hazlett sug- 
gested, private enterprise would 
provide all the housing required if 
laws and taxes are reasonable. 

Others also opposed the scheme, 
quoting from periodicals about 
serious indebtedness piled up 
through financing public housing 
schemes in Ontario and elsewhere.

Round-the-Clock Bombing 


By Maj. A. P. de Seversky 
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Joint operations of the British and American air forces 
against Germany are constantly referred to in official com- 
muniques as “round-the-clock bombing.” In a purely stra- 
tegic sense, however, the phrase is not quite accurate,

tion is involved at all hours, where- 
as in fact the daylight and night- 
time actions have basically differ. 
ent purposes, techniques and even 
equipment. “Combat” would be a 
better description than “bombing”

Night fighter 
planes are be- 
coming ever more 
deadly. The ac- 
curacy of  anti- 
aircraft guns will 
in time be just as 
“ood in the dark 
as in daytime. As &4 
science thus gains de Seversky 
the upper hand over nature, the 
difference between day and night 
operations in the air will disappear, 
All bombers will have to count on 
fighling their way to the target and 
fighting their way back, day or 
night, clear weather or foul, and 
losses in planes will continue to 
grow until the backbone of the 
Luftwaffe is broken. 

But that is not quite a reality 
yet. For the present the distinction 
between night and day operations 
is still clean-cut. The Royal Air 
Force is engaged in a “trucking” 
operation under cover of night— 
carrying the biggest possible ex- 
plosive loads to important ground 
objectives. The American Air 
Force, working in daylight, also 
drops bombs; but its main contri- 


bution to the defeat of Germany, 
as pointed out in a previous dis- 
patch, is the destruction of enemy 
fighter planes in combat, 


SEVERAL CONSIDERATIONS 

In deciding from the very begin- 
ning that they would devote them- 
selves to night-time action, the 
leaders of the Royal Air Force 
were moved by a number of con- 
siderations. One of these was large- 
ly psychological. The Germans had 
made a miserable failure of their 
attempted daylight bombing in the 
Battle of Brit ‘n in 1940, but did 
far better in night operations. 
Though the Nazis were defeated in 
that battle, the impressive damage 
they were able to inflict in the 
dark left its mark on the minds of 
British leaders. 

They felt that if they could man- 
age to produce bombers five or ten 
times more effective in the matter 
of bomb-load than those used by 
the Luftwaffe against England, | 
they could ,ucceed where the Ger- 
mans had failed. Hence they sacri- 


ficed firepower in their new Lan- 
casters and Stirlings in order to 
raise bomb-carrying capacity. 
These planes average three or four 
times as much bomb-load as our 
Flying Fortresses, 

Another British consideration 
in plumping for night-time op- 
erations was the timing of the 
Projected attack on Hitler's 
strongholds. It was known that 
the German defensive air power 
was weak. Night fighter planes 
were still in their infancy. Losses 
from night bombing efforts would 
therefore be negligible. The Brit- 
ish figured that they could pro- 
duce enough bombers soon en- 
ough to destroy Hitler's industrial 
heart before adequate defenses 
had been built up. 

But this time-table was complete- 
ly upset by sudden and ever in- 

creasing expansion of Allied sur- 
face strategy. The extension of the 
war to the Pacific in December, 
194], made it necessary to defend 
every corner of the British Empire. 
At the same time the stepped-up | 
Battle of the Atlantic drew heavily 
on British airplane output.

that is to say, bombers strong in 
explosive load and relatively weak 
in firepower. Since by: that time 
the Americans were in the fight; it 
was decided to turn over the day- 
light operations—carrying a greater 
threat to the Luftwaffe in the air 
through combat—to the newcomers, 
while the R.A.F. stuck to the night 
phase. 

Between the two we really car- 
ried out to the letter the essential 
doctrine of air warfare—which is 
to destroy the enemy's industrial 
means of waging war by eliminat- 
ing, first of all, the air power that 
shields those industrial means. The 
procedure worked smoothly as 
long as American aviation enjoyed 
tactical superiority over German 
defenders. 


EFFORT DISLOCATED 


But about last summer we began 
to lose that advantage. “Hitler's 
defensive aircraft had caught up 
with and outdistanced the attack- 
ers. The battle over the ball-bear- 
ing works at Schweinfurt last Oc- 
tober marked the passing of tactic- 
al superiority to the enemy. The 
British, fighting at night, were not 
much affected -by this development, 
but the American effort was ser- 
iously dislocated. We were obliged 
to take heavier losses or to avoid 
combat altoget:.er by seeking pro- 
tection behind clouds and overcast, 
just as infantrymen seek it ‘behind 
a tree stump or a wrecked tank. 

Since the elimination of the 
Luftwaffe is now the most import- 
ant task in our offensive on Ger- 
many, success depends on how 
quickly we can expand our air 
forces. Only through an immediate 
and sizeable rise in quantity, per- 
haps at the expense of other fronts, 
can the slight enemy tactical mar- 
gin be erased. Otherwise we shall 
be repeating this year the mistake 
of 1942-43, which was our failure to 
concentrate adequate forces for the 
task we faced. The aim should be 
to “settle” the Lufwaffe by this 
summer. A_ postnonement would 
affect our larger invasion plans. It 
would give the Germans the chance 
to step up their tactical superior. 
ity, to a point where mere quantity 
on our side will no longer suffice, 
and only brand-new equipment will 
give us the upper hand.
